SCRANTON, Penn., Sept. 8.—Hon. Car- 
roll D. Wright, the umpire to. whom was re- 
ferred the five disputes betwen the opera- 
tors’ and miners’ representatives on the 
Board of Conciliation, appointed under the 
provisions of the Anthracite Mine Strike

,.A NEW SOURCE OF CHEAP FUEL. 

The Insurance Bngineering. Experi- 
ment Station at Boston: makes an an- 
nouncement of first importance in view 
of the fact that we have entered upon an 
era of high-priced coal, and that under 
present conditions of control of produc- 
tion and distribution the tendency of 
coal prices is steadily upward. The ‘ol- 
lgpse of our present industrial and com- 
mercial prosperity might temporarily 
check the upward tendency of coal 
prices, but as far as can be judged, cheap 
coal is a thing of the past.. ‘ 

For many large and populous inland 
districts of the United States coa] must 
always be relatively costly by reason of 


{ remoteness from areas of production. It 


will be kept so by railroad freights, haul- 
age charges, and retail profits. This fact 
gives exceptional interest to whatever 
points to a source of fuel of much more 
general geographical distribution than 
coal of any kind, materially cheaper be- 
cause much less costly to win, and ex- 
empt from long-distance transportation 
charges. This cheap fuel is marsh and 
swamp “mud.” The fuel value of peat, 
which is a vegetable mold derived chief- 
ly from the sphagnum moss and the va- 
rieties of plants which grow with it, is 
well known. The so-called “mud” to 
which attention is now ‘ealled is much 
more abundant, and is derived from the 
decay of marsh grasses and the weeds | 
which grow with them. This ig thé Irish 


‘l turf, It forms the body of the bogs, 


marshes, and wet meadows, fresh and 
salt, which’ are found Almost every- 
where. It consists largely of fixed car- 
bon, ahd in less degree of volatile hydro: 

These bogs and-marshes are 
coal beds in the primary-stage of forma- 
tion, and what has required uncounted 
centuries to complete in the process 
of geological evolution may be quickly 
and cheaply performed by. mechanical

As an evi- | 
dence of the practical value of their 
work, the management of the experi-- 
ment station announce that they have 
secured a suitable piece of land near 
Boston for fire tests, with an adjacent. 
bog from which they expect in future to 
obtain all the fuel required for heat and 
power in proving refractory materials 
and methods of construction.offered as 
fire-proof. These results .may be re- 
garded as of vast potential é¢éhomit ‘im- 
portance. Marsh lands are of much 
greater extent than coal areas, and their 
distribution would seem to render inde- 
pendent of coal supplies many inland 
sections where other cheap fuel than 
they offer is not and never will be avail- 
able.
